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Adopted and Filed

Pursuant to the authority of Iowa Code sections 17A.3 and 34A.22, the Homeland Security and
Emergency Management Division hereby amends Chapter 10, “Enhanced 911 Telephone Systems,” lowa
Administrative Code.

The Homeland Security and Emergency Management Division amends the rules that deal with E911
Service Board membership. These amendments provide clarification as to who is entitled to voting or
nonvoting membership, set forth reporting requirements on Board membership, and specify actions to
be taken when Board membership does not meet the requirements of the rule.

Additionally, the Division amends a definition to provide clarification on eligible recurring costs.

Finally, the Division updates the mailing address for the Division that is found at various points in
the rules.

These amendments have been developed in cooperation with the E911 Communications Council.

Notice of Intended Action was published in the lowa Administrative Bulletin on September 23, 2009,
as ARC 8184B. These amendments are identical to those published under Notice of Intended Action.

These amendments are intended to implement lowa Code chapter 34A.

These amendments will become effective on December 23, 2009.
